Support for the amendments to the claims can be 
found in the drawings as originally filed, for example, in FIGS. 
11{A-B>, 12, and 15-23, and in the specification as originally 
filed, for example, on page 12, line 15 through page 13. line 2G, 
and on page 14, lines 11-29. As such, no new matter has been 
introduced.

The rejection of claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 8-10 and 28 under 35 
U.S.C. §103 (a) as being unpatentable over Field et al . (U.S. Patent

appropriate amendment and should be withdrawn. 
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The rejection of claims 11-13 under 35 U.S.C. §103 (a) as 
being unpatentable over Field et al . (U.S. Patent No. 6,778,529; 
hereinafter Field) in view of Colizzi et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,674,752; hereinafter Colizzi) and further in view of Bottle et 
al, (U.S. Patent No. 5,303,077; hereinafter Bottle) has been 
obviated by appropriate amendment eaid should be withdravm. 

Claim 1 has been amended to include the allowable matter 
of claim 7. Claim 29 has been rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the previously presented claim 
1 from which claim 29 depended. As such, claims 1 and 29 are fully 
patentable over the cited references (see section 7, ALLOWABT.K 
SUBJECT MATTER, on page 8, lines 1-3 of the Office Action) and the 
rejections should be withdrawn. 

Claims 3, 5, 6 and 8-13 depend, either directly or 
indirectly, from claim 1, which is believed to be allowable (see 
section 7, ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER, on page 8, linos 1--3 of the 
Office Action) , As such, the presently claimed invention is fully 
patentable over the cited references and the rejections should be 
V7i thdrawn . 

Claims 14-16, 18, 19 and 21-27 are allov/ed (see section ' 
7, ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER, on page 7 of the Office Action). 

Accordingly, the present application is in condition for 
allowance.
